My LU;,JC ii> in Barrow-in-Furness, which 
is in Lanca',! ire. My ancestors prior to 
Cromwell's tune were all royalists. The 
family name was Elliot. A younger son 
renounced tbe religious faith nnd politi- 
cal opinions of his forefathers and be- 
camo a Puritan. As was usual in such 
cases he abjured his carnal name of 
Charles Elliot und took the inspired one 
of Ezekiel Godbepraised. 


"There 13 quite a romance connected 


with this ancestor of mine. He fell in 
love with, the only daughter of a Colonel 
Fielding in the Cavaliers' army, and not 
beinr? able to obtain her father's consent 
to their marriage Ezeldel abdvrted her 
and for tv.*o years kept her hi-Uoa in a 
drt-M-y house that &(ood near the little 
tov/n of Foriaby, where a son waa born. 
After a battle a little to the south of the 
River Mersey between the Cavaliers and 
Roundheads her brothers discovered her 
and camedheroff to old Furness abbey. 
In tho hurry the child was left behind, 
but u*. tv result of the mothers pleading 
one of tho brothers returned to Formby 
to ypt it. 


"In tho meantime Ezeldel had discov- 


ered his lojj and removed the child. 
Thf>n the followed the brother back to 
Furness abbey, but arrived too late. The 
brother and st-sler had set sail from Bar- 
row beach for the isle of Man. 
A storm 


came up. and Ezekiel arrived just in time 
to see the boat founder. 
He returned to 


his child more bitter against the royalists 
than over and brought tho child up with 
the same bentiments. 


"At the close of the war Ezekiel adopt- 


ed the trade of a weaver and settled in 
Barrow-in-Furness. Thus tho name was 
perpetuated, the stern commands of the 
father forbidding the son to throw off the 
fanatical nickname when the heat of Pu- 
ritanical zeal had

The Different "V"* c!</nt. 


The size of London is somewhat in- 


definite, bu.t may be said to cover about 
a square mile. The postal district covers 
an area of 250 square miles. The police 
district extends Ktill farther, covering 
an area of G87 square mile1*. On tho 
other hand, the pailiameutary London 
is much narrower. It consists of 10 bor- 
oughs, of which tho city of London, al- 
though the smallest—having 50,563 in- 
habitants in 1881—is represented by four 
members on account of its commercial 
and financial importance, while each of 
the other nine, although larger, is repre- 
sented only by two; Westminster, 256,- 
413; Chelsea, 258,011; Marylebone, 477,- 
655; Hackney, SCS^T; Finsbnry, 483,- 
81G; 
Tower Hamlets, 391,558; Lambeth, 


879,112; Southwalk, 207,835; Greenwich, 
167,632. 


Put together, these 10 boroughs repre- 


sent only a population of about 3,000,000, 
end the remainder of the inhabitants of 
the city belong to nonmetropolitan elec- 
toral districts. Generally, however, the 
Bize of the city is determined by the area 
tinder the operation of tho metropolis 
local government act, which is also 
adopted by the registrar general of the 
census. According to the definition, Lon- 
don covers an area of 122 square miles, 
forming parts of the counties of Middle- 
sex, Surrey and Kent.—Baltimore Amer- 
ican.

Lawyers in the Pollard-Breckenridge 


Suit Have a Free Fight.

The Attorneys in tho Case Engage In a 


Free Fight. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—An exciting 


sceue, indicating the intense feeling 
between counsel of the opposing parties 
of the Pollard case, occurred just out- 
side of the court when the court ad- 
journed last evening. 
Mr. Shelby, 


counsel for the defendant, rebuked 
Mr. Johnson, counsel for the plaintiff, 
for his harsh criticism of Mr. Shelby 
during the course of the afternoon 
proceedings. Hot words followed and 
a minute later all of the lawyers were 
pushing and struggling in a bunch. 
Shelby, one of the defendant's Iawyer3, 
struck Mr. Johnson, who acts for Miss 
Pollard, an ungly blow on the head. 
The men were separated before more 
damage or more blows were passed. 


Just as the encounter was over Judge 


Bradley strode upon the scene- de- 
manding to know the cause of the 
trouble. 
Mr. Johnson, Mr. Carlisle 


anc1 Mr. Wilson laid the case before 
him, stating that the Kentucky lawyers 
had made an unprovoked assault upon 
Mr. Johnson. 
Colonel Breekenridge 


and his son had started from 
the 


court-house, but, seeing the Judge, 
turned back, the Congressman saying 
with evident excitement: 


" I had nothing to do with this Judge. 


I was trying to separate them, that was 
all." 


Judge Bradley said: "I will see in 


the morning who is responsible for 
this, and see that they are properly 
punished." 


At the opening of court in the Pol- 


lard-Breckenridge case this morning 
there was a remarkable gathering of 
la.vyers to 
hear 
what punishment 


Judge Bradley would inflict on the 
attorneys who engaged in the fisticuffs 
at the close of yesterda'y session. The 
Judge remarked that as the occurrence 
took place after court adjourned, and 
notwithstanding it happened within 
his sight, he had no jurisdiction to 
punish the participants. Then he said 
ho had been credibly informed that 
some of the lawyers for the defense 
were carrying weapons in court, and 
added that if he received, adequate evi- 
dence to that effect he would cause the 
prosecution of the parties in the Police 
Court. Then, one by one, the attorneys 
for Breekenridge entered disclaimers, 
declaring that they had no weapons 
and had never carried such articles in 
any court. 


This settled, the question of exclud- 


ing certain affidavits for plaintiff on 
the ground that they were type-written 
instead of being in the hand of the 
deponent or a notary came up, and the 
court held that the point was well 
taken and excluded them. 


Another depositioj, that of Mrs. Dr. 


Logan of Cincinnati, who attended a 
young woman, supposed to be the 
plaintiff, in her first confinement, was 
admitted, with exception by defense.

8uin« of Mr. Bartine'* Fallacies Exposed 


—Facts Againitt MISKtatmnenUi. 


ECTBEKA, March 10,1894. 


EDITOK STATE JOCRVAL:—Mr. Bartine, 


according to the report of the Gazette, 
used the following language at the 
"Republican rally" on the 24th ult.: 
"The Republican party has given us 
all the beneficial legislation upon the 
silver question." In his letter to the 
Gazette of February 24th he does not 
deny that he used that language. 


Now, 
Mr. Bartine knew when he 


made that assertion that the Republi- 
can party had not " given us all of the 
beneficial 
silver 
legislation." 
We 


know that a Democratic House of Rep 
resentatives passed the "Bland Bill;' 
that nearly all the Democrats in the 
House and Senate voted for it; tha 
practically all of the opposition to the 
bill came from Republican Senators 
and members of the House; that a Re 
publican President vetoed it and that 
it was passed over his veto by the Dem 
ocratio House, not unaided by a large 
Republican vote, however, for in 1878 
the Republican party was not as com- 
pletely under the control of Wall 
street as it was when Mr. Bartine was 
in Congress. 
At that time—1878— 


nearly one-half of the Republicans 
were in favor of the free coinage oi 
silver. 


Mr. Bartine, according to his letter, 


also used the following language: "The 
most extreme anti-silver men in Con- 
gress are Democrats from New York, 
New England, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and Ohio." 
Mr. Bartine knows better. He knows 
that it would be impossible for the 
Democrats from those States to be 
more extreme in their anti-silver sen- 
timents and utterances than the Re- 
publicans from those States.

What Mr. Bartine said about the di-

Mr. Bartine claims the passage of 


the " Sherman law" for the Republi- 
can party and the claim is true, But 
was that legislation beneficial to silver? 
At the extra ses&ion of Congress last 
summer John Sherman asserted that 
the law that bears his name was passed 
to prevent the passage of a free coinage 
bill. This assertion seems to be borne 
out by the fact that this same John 
Sherman introduced a bill in the Sen- 
ate to repeal the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law in the Spring of 1892. 
The Republicans had taken the in- 
itiative for the repeal of this law before 
the formation of the Silver party had 
been advocated and it was this fact 
amongst others that impelled Repub- 
licans to join in the silver movement 
in this State. If the act had been hon- 
estly administered no doubt it would 
have 
been 
a 
beniflcent law and 


would 
have greatly 
helped 
silver 


and silver legislation, but it was 
not honestly administered by the Har- 
rison Administration, and was not 
honestly administered by the Cleve- 
land Administration. The Republican 
Administration set Cleveland a bad 
example and his administration, being 
prone to evil, not only followed, but 
improved upon it. In brief, the Re- 
publicans passed the " Sherman Law," 
administered it against the interests of 
the people and of silver, proposed its 
repeal almost as soon as it was passed 
and helped repeal it by an almost solid 
vote at the first opportunity, and yet a 
gentleman who says he is a silver man 
claims merit for the Republican party 
for passing the Sherman law. 


Mr. Bartine, according to his letter, 


alluded to the free trade policy of the 
Democratic party and said: "I in- 
stanced Mr. Bland as being just as 
strongly in favor of free trade as free 
coinage." Mr. Bartine knows, or ought 
to know, that the Democratic party 
never had a free trade policy; that there 
never was a National party in the 
United States in favor of free trade; 
that the Democratic party has always 
been in favor of a tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection, and I ven- 
ture to assert that Mr. Bartine cannot 
point to a single free trade utterance 
or vote of Mr. Bland, during the whole 
time he has been in public life, in favor 
of free trade. The fact should not be 
lost sight of tbat Mr. Bartine made 
this unwarrantable charge against Mr. 
Bland at the very time that Mr. Bland 
was making a gallant struggle for silver 
in the House against the filibustering 
opposition of nearly all the Republican 
members, led by Tom Reed, assisted by 
a few anti-silver Democrats.

THE FIRST DAILY PAPER ESTABLISH- 


ED IN LEADVILLE. 


It* Pathway Wa* Hough and Stony—Twen- 


ty Hours* Work a Day For Editor and 
Manager—The Job Office Was a Veritable 
Bonanza—Price* No Object. 
In 1878 Leadvilie bad no newspaper 


worthy the name, and people were 
gathering there by the thousands. 
At 


that time I was the foreman of the Den- 
ver Tribune, and in looking the situa- 
tion over 1 became, in common with 
scores of others, possessed of a desire to 
till one of the long felt wants of the new 
community. After talking it over with 
a couple of fellow printers and figuring 
up tho cofet we agreed on a local habi- 
tation and a name. 


There was no such thing as a house to 


bo had in Leadville at that time. 1 
couldn't even find a room. Finally I se- 
cured n lot from a squatter out on Har- 
rison av -nue. It was way off in the sage- 
brush, i.ad I selected it because it was 
cheap. 
After a great deal of difficulty 


and using what influence I could with 
the sawmills 1 got together lumber 
enough to build a one room house to ac- 
commodate tho paper. It was almost 
impossible to get carpenters or people 
who would do any kind of labor. 
Ev- 


erybody was in pursuit of carbonates. 


However, aftftr something of a strug- 


gle the house was put up, and I was no- 
tified of the shipment of the office ap- 
purtenances from tho St. Louia type 
foundry. Being a practical printer and 
aware of onr somewhat straitened finan- 
cial condition, tho purchasing partner 
had bought just enough of the various 
kinds of material to get out a email 
daily, which we called The Evening 
Chronicle. 


Ono partner was made business man- 


ager, n second took the mechanical de- 
partment, while I was selected to do the 
editing. 
I was managing editor, city 


editor, telegraph editor, set up a little 
type, made up forma and attended to a 
few other trifles. 
All of us worked to- 


gether almost unceasingly day and 
night. 


Hundreds of firms were being estab- 


lished in Leadville with 'not a line of 
printed matter in any shape—not a let- 
terhead or even a card. 
We had less 


than $25 in our treasury when we print- 
ed our fir^t Issue and knew we must de- 
pend on our job office for a revenue. We 
got it. 


It was not "How much does it cost?" 


in Leadville at that time, but "How 
soon can I have it?" 
We knew how to 


give it, and we learned how to charge. 
Everybody else was doing the same 
thing, each in his own line of business. 
Our stock of job papers was limited, 
and correspondingly short counts were 
given to customers. 
The editor and 


business manager assisted with the job 
work at night, ran presses, sawed wood 
and kept up fires. As a sample of 
charges I will tell yon of one order we 
filled. 


We had no particular hours of labor, 


but were generally on our feet from 10 
to 20 hours out of the 24. After a day's 
work of this kind we were just shvitting 
dowui one night when a gentleman came 
in and said he wanted 25 cards printed 
immediately. He was running eomesort 
of a game at Tom Kemp's theater, and 
this game required cards with figures, 
one figure to a card. Ho said ho didn't 
care what they cost so ho had them by 0 
o'clock. 
It was then about 7, and we 


accommodated him. He was waiting 
when the messenger, who was armed 
with the bill, arrived. 


"Have you got them?" he said. "How 


much are they?" 


Tho messenger was afraid the man 


would fall down if he pronounced the 
amount, so he handed over the bill. The 
sporting man pulled from his pockets a 
wad of greenbacks and handed over two 
tens and n five—$25 for 25 cards. 
As 


the messenger started to go away the 
man said: "Hold on. Now, look here, 
I'm a gambler—that's the way I make 
my living—but isn't this bill just a lit- 
tle high?" 


Yon needed to know something about 


running a newspaper in those days. 
There was no lack of material, but it 
was not all easy sailing in a mixed 
crowd aggregating some 40,000 people 
from all parts of I 
1.* 
1 world and all 


classes of socirtj. 
There waa not what 


could be e'<" 1 \ large proportion of 
evangelist -n the crowd either. 


One clay we were notified that we 


would have to move. In fact, a force of 
men presented themselves and declared 
their willingness and intention to assist 
us in the speedy transfer of our goods 
and chattels to green fields and pastures 
new. 
They didn't have furniture vans, 


but they had some very ugly looking 
guns sticking out of their pockets. We 
didn't see it that way, so Davis slipped 
out and got two or three rifles and as 
many mote revolvers and came back. 


Wo closed the doors and announced 


our intention of remaining where we 
were. This kind of thing was repeated 
several times, but finally quiet was re- 
stored, our title resting in our firearms. 
1 had paid $100 for that lot, and it was 
Duw worth $10,000; hence the conten- 
tion. 


I believe I have written more murders 


and shootings in a given length of time 
than any other nevrapaper man in the 
country. 
One day we had four, which 


wo spread out over four editions of the 
paper, the issue which consolidated the 
four having a scare head in type an 
iL.-h long, "Hell Let Loose." 


While Leadville at that time was 


pretty rough, with plenty of shooting 
and killing, there has never been a more 
gerjerons,open heaited, honest and faith- 
ful class of people than these miners. 
They gathered round and supported 019 
grumlly, coming to our rescue as often 
aa oar little property was attacked. 
Wham TVO entered upon our second year, 
we &*•! hosts of frienus, a reputation
